CHAIRMAN’S REPORT 


I joined the Plantation Committee during the year and it has been a very busy time. 


In February members of the BTCV (British Trust for Conservation Volunteers along 
with village volunteers started the first phase of the five-year management plan by 
clearing some of the snowberry, removing litter, clearing the ponds and felling the 
coppiced wood and constructing woodpiles for the benefit of wildlife. 

Nest boxes were positioned for birds together with a few bat-boxes. 


In June, two signs were erected - one at each entrance - with a map of the plantation. 
Further detailed signs can be installed in the future, informing visitors of the different 
trees, plants, pond-life (great-crested newts have been identified in the long pond). 


Now that the constitution has been finalised and ratified, applications for funding can 
take place. Money is already being raised by the sale of notelets - showing two 
different scenes of the Plantation. Many packs were sold at the Summer fete in June. 
The money raised will be used to help with the long-term maintenance of the 
woodland. It is hoped that other scenes will be reproduced as Christmas cards. 


Money has also been raised from subscription for being a "Priend of the Plantation.’ 
This money will also be used for the long-term maintenance of the woodland. 


The Burton Plantation Management Committee, Friends of Burton Plantation and the 
Villagers of Burton on the Wolds were chosen as the recipients of the 5th Michael
